Chicago, Ju ly 21.— The important 
question for St. Paul just now is to 
decide upon arrangements for the en­ 
tertainment at the conservation con­ 
gress of the president of the United 
States, former 
President 
Roosevelt, 
the governors of all the states, repre­ 
sentatives of practically every foreign 
government and the supporters of the 
very 
many 
phases 
of conservation 
study and investigation. 
This fact was impressed upon the 
St. Paul representatives at the con­ 
fe r e n c e with the officers of the Nation­ 
al Conservation congress. 
President 
Baker 
stated 
that, 
while 
the 
pro­ 
gramme for the congress was not ful­ 
ly prepared, he was receiving almost 
daily 
letters from 
Mexico, France, 
Italy and other foreign countries, ask­ 
ing for particulars of the congress, 
and requesting representation either 
upon the programme or in the general 
discussions that would result from the 
fixed features on the programme. 
St. Paul and Minneapolis may take 
it for granted that the conservation 
congress, to be held from Sept. r* to 
Sept. 9, undoubtedly w ill be the most 
important gathering of the kind ever 
held and w ill mean more to the Tw in 
Cities and the Northwest than any 
national party convention or any oth­ 
er meeting that might be held there. 
The programme and the prelim inary 
correspondence already assure an at­ 
tendance of more representative men 
in American public life and more rep­ 
resentatives of the different phases of 
activities in 
foreign countries than 
ever before attended any one meeting. 


Will Attend the Congress. 


No assurance 
has 
been received 
from President Taft that he w ill at 
tend the congress, but his participa­ 
tion is almost certain. 
The matter 
has been presented to him in such 
form that it is believed he feels it a 
part of his public duty to attend and 
open the congress. 
He has made no 
final decision in the matter and it is 
believed that his promise to attend 
the congress will be secured if a com­ 
mittee from the Twin Cities and the 
state of Minnesota is appointed to 
visit Beverly and extend a special per 
sonal invitation to him 
Coupled with the probable attend 
a nee of President Taft is a solution 
of all the difficulties that arose b 
tween the officers of the conservation 
congress and Hie members of the St. 
Paul aud Minneapolis committee over 
the programme for the congress. Re;>- 
resentatives of the commercial organ­ 
izations of the Twin Cities felt that 
the original draft of the programme 
did not give proper representation to 
the Northwest. 
This fact was urged 
upon the officers of flu* congress at 
the meeting held in Chiel 
ago. 
Recognizing the merits of 
claims 
made by tile Tw in City delegation the 
officers of the congress proposed the 
addition of another day, which would 
provide for the opening of the con­ 
gress on Monday, Sept. 5, instead uf 
Tuesday, Sept. 6. 
This day, according 
to the plans of the officers, Is to be 
known as “ President and Governors” 
day, making the president the hon­ 
ored guest, and devoting the business 
programme of the day to governors 
leaving it to the governors to prepare 
their own programme, appoint their 
own topics and have any sort of an 
open forum discussion they wish. This 
would remove entirely the contention 
of the Twin City delegates that the 
Northwest had not been properly rep­ 
resented on the official programme 
The officers of the congress went 
further in answering the complaint 
by 
placing Senator 
Knute 
Nelson, 
Senator Moses E. Clapp and Congress­ 
man Fred C. Stevens upon the pro­ 
gramme. 
The addition of these three 
Minnesota speakers and the making 
of a governors’ day satisfied every ob­ 
jection that had been raised to the 
original programme.

the Scientific American explains that 
the various species of the beetle anobl- 
nm and their tugger relatives of rile 
genus xosfobium not only attack furni­ 
ture. 
but 
so 
completely 
riddle 
the 
whole woodxvork of old houses by their 
borings as lo render tin* structures un­ 
safe. 
Indeed, a beam that lias been 
tenanted by these Insects for a num­ 
ber of years is little better Than an 
outer shell containing a mass of wood 
dust. 
The xestoblum is the common 
deathwatch, while the nnobiutn also 
is iii the habit of making a tapping 
sound. 
Tile nocturnal tappings of these in­ 
sects. 
distinctly 
audible in a 
room 
where there is an otherwise complete 
aosence of noise, has for many centu­ 
ries 
been regarded by the supersti­ 
tious as a warning of tin* approach of 
death. 
Tills uncanny interpretation of 
a mysterious sound Is scarcely surpris­ 
ing when it Is remembered that only 
in recent years have naturalists dis­ 
covered its true cause. 
The little beetle has lieen found in 
some secluded spot. jerking Its hard 
head at regular intervals upon the sur­ 
face of the wood beneath It. 
So far 
as can be told, its cappings constitute 
a kind of courtship ritual. 
Obviously 
they have no connection with the lat­ 
ter end of mankind.

Rawn testified that the car repair con­ 
tracts all came under his supervision. 
He admitted that he was responsible 
for farming out the cars to the vari­ 
ous repair companies. 
“ Mr. Rawn was deeply involved and 
would have come from the investiga­ 
tion a ruined man,” declared ono of 
the men who has had active part in 
the inquiry, when told of the railroad 
president’s death. 
“ As I sat across 
from him at the witness table the 
thought came to me that I was watch­ 
ing a man slowly slipping into his 
grave.

A few germ s w ashed from 
the body of one fly may develop into 
millions w ithin a few hours, and the 
person who drin ks such milk will re­ 
ceive large doses of bacilli,

A cheap aud perfectly reliable fly 
poison, one which is not dangerous to 
hum an life.

Andrew Carnegie Heads Committee to 
Arrange Demonstration In 1914 and 
Erection of Memorial Bridge Across 
Niagara 
River— Taft and 
Sherman

P rep ara tio n s for a celebration in 1914 
of th e centennial of the treaty of 
G hent, m arkin g 1(N) y ears of peace be­ 
tw een this country aud G reat Britain, 
will be begun a t once. 
It is proposed 
to com m em orate Hie event by a Joint 
celebration in which all the nations 
will be invited to participate. 
Tho plan tirst w as discussed during 
the adm in istration of P resid en t Roose- 
velt, and at tile H arv a rd com m ence­ 
m ent a y e a r ago the Hon. W. L. King, 
m inister o f labor of C anada, urged th at 
a m em orial be erected upon th e fron­ 
tier at N iagara. 


Carnegie Heads Committee. 
As a result the m atter w as discussed 
at th e Mohonk peace conference, aud 
at a m eeting in Ju n e a tem porary com ­ 
m ittee on 
organization, 
which 
later 
was m ade perm anent, chose Andrew 
Carnegie chairm an, W illiam H. Short 
secretary au d Jo h n A. S tew art ch air­ 
man of the executive com m ittee of one 
hundred. 
T he com m ittee will be composed of 
250 or more men and women from ev­ 
ery state, territory and dependency of 
tin* Union. 
The executive com m ittee 
will be composed of UK), w ith a sub- 
executive 
com m ittee 
of 
twenty-five. 
State governors are being asked to Join 
the com m ittee as vice presidents, and 
un advisory com m ittee of twenty-five 
im portant citizens will be chosen. 


T aft Is Interested. 
P resident T a ft has evinced interest 
in tin* work, and a delegation has ar 
ranged to visit Beverly to confer with 
him and to offer him th e position of 
honorary 
president 
of 
the 
national 
comm ittee. 
Vice President Sherm ai 
will be asked to serve a s honorary Vici 
president. 
T he flrst m eeting of th e general com 
mittee will take place late in the fail 
and in the m eantim e a special commit 
tee will go abroad to discuss th e plan 
in England and in C anada. 
No plan of celebration has been de 
cided upon, but it has been suggested 
th at the program include the ereetioi 
of a m onum ent, preferably a bridge, 
over the N iagara river, carryin g out 
the idea of M inister King.

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London Surgeons Use Carbonic Acid 
Gas at IOO Below Zero. 
A novel cure for lupus and birth­ 
m arks is being used at a London hos­ 
pital. the curativ e agent being c a r­ 
bonic ncid gas in the form of a “snow " 
IOO degrees below zero. 
T he snow is gathered on a piece 
of green baize from a cylinder of gas 
liquefied u n d er pressure. 
It is then 
scraped off and placed in a small, hard 
rubber cylinder, w here it is pressed 
down until it form s a hard, icy b u t­ 
ton. 
T his button is applied to tlx* disflg 
u rem en t for th irty seconds a day. lear 
Ing each day a perfectly w hite patch 
of frozen 
tissue. 
The intense cold 
freezes Hie part for ti second or two. 
and severe local inflam m ation follows, 
leading to a breaking dow n and a b ­ 
sorption of the abnorm al tissues. 
This heals In th e n atu ra l w ay, loav 
lng the skin surface practically nor 
mal.
